JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present (P. and O.) mail brings dates to the 5th September, 
but we have advices via San Francisco brought by the extra 
Pacific mail steamer Arizona six days later, viz., to the 11th Sep- 
tember. The P. and O. mail, with London dates to the 14th July, 
arrived out 29th August, and the following French mail of 2ls¢ 
July on the 5th September. The following summary of the news 
is from the Japan Mail :— 

On the 23rd August’ an intense heat, which had been expe- 
rienced for some time previously, was dissipated by a violent 
typhoon. On the evening of the day named a terrific gale from 
the north-east blew across the settlement. Tiles flew in all direc. 
tions, and the sea, which was running mountains high, swept 
away the stone coping of the Bund wall, leaving the heavy bloc 
of granite scattered in all directions. Sea after sea broke over 
the low wall and washed up to the houses and palings on the 
other side of the Bund, and, as the wind still increased, so did 
the sea become the fiercer and the more destructive. Suddenly a 
lull took place, after which the wind chopped round to south 
and blew, if not with equal violence, at least strong enough to 
continue the work of devastation begun from the other quarter 
of the compass. After a time the wind gradually decreased in 
strength, the sea falling at the same time, and with a risin 
barometer the typhoon passed away. The barometer sank an 
rose during the storm very rapidly ; indeed, more so than is usual 
on similar occasions, and there was a difference of eight-tenths 
in the space of an hour and a-half during the storm. The 
effects of the storm were of a most disastrous nature. The 
Bund and the houses on the Bund were the chief sufferers, 
and there is scarcely a house which is not injured in one way or 
other. Messrs. Carroll and Co.’s house is entirely roofed with cor- 
rugated iron, and the wind getting beneath that portion shading 
the verandah, lifted it in three huge masses, and landed one oa 
the roof of the P. and O. Cv.’s hong, cutting through roof and 
ceiling and destroying one side of the roof entirely. ‘The remain- 
der was floated off toward Messrs. Aspinall, Cornes and Co.’s, and 
one piece, after cutting off a corner of the roof, made its way 
through a tea-firing godown, while another buried itself some seven 
or eight inches in a stone wall. ‘This apparently ended the damage 
effected by the iron roofing, which now liesscattered about the com- 

wounds. Of all the houses on the Bund tne Club suffered the most. 

ne moment apparently safe, the next saw the roof on the back part 
of the house slide down bodily, and a third witnessed the coa-_ 
version of the bar-room into a shower-bath. The residents in the 
Club were in asorry plight. The ceilings fell in, it was impossible to 
find clothes, and the consequence was the appearance on the Club 
steps of a motley crowd, some in mackintoshes and jack boots, others 
in pajamas, all, however, equally wet. The Bund itself is abso- 
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lutely destroyed ; persons waded knee-deep in water, and at every 
step ran great risk of colliding with submarine rocks, or more cor- 
rectly speaking, the coping stones of the wall. The granite was 
washed here and there by the waves, and the seaweed spread in 
all directions gave to the scene a most wretched appearance. 
The native town has almost entircly oscaped, no signs of storm 
being visible, except at Ishikawa, which is literally levelled with 
the ground This village faces north and south, and being at- 
tacked both front and rear, easily succumbed. On the Bluff the 
principal damage is in the shape of demolished palings, destroyed 
sheds, walls denuded of plaster, and roofs without tiles, while 
both north and south campg have scarcely a habitable hut left. 
Colonel Richards’s hut guye way at an early hour, the roof falling 
on Mrs. Richards, but not injuring her. 

The shipping sustained very little injury, the principal sufferers 
being the BMS. Co, ‘Their wharf by the naval hospital was 
swept away, and some of the debris was washed on to the Bund, 
and one large piece blocks up the channel into the creek. Two 
of the P.M.S8.S. Co.’s lighters, one with tea on board, were blown 
on to the sea-wall at Benten,'a water-boat sunk, and three empty 
coal junks met a similar fate, altogether a list of misfortunes sel- 
dom falling to the lot of any one company ina single day. Two 
pilot schonners were driven ashore at the |English Hatoba, and 
one sunk, the Barrosa drifted nearly a mile in shore, while the 
Tokei, Maru, and the Thabor got adrift, the latter losing her bow- 
sprit and the former colliding with the Peiho, The Osaca ran 
ashore at Benten, anda Japanese barque was only saved from 
coming ashore, and probably taking the Havoc with her, by the 
sudden change of wind. The railway works sustained the tremen- 
dous test of the typhoon admirably well. They are entirely unin- 
jured, with the exception of 8 sinking of one of the piers in the 
Kawasaki bridge over the Rokugo. The water was at one time 
within a foot of the girders, and the current so strong that it 
washed away the embankment on the Kawasaki side, destroying 
all the workshops, &c. The bridge has been constructed of 
timber,.so placed to admit of the use of screw piles for its {ature 
support, as the scouring of the river appears to be so great that 
no wooden piling can be permanently relied on. On the arrival 
of the screw piles from England they will be at once put down. 
The damage done is but slight. Both the English and French 
Hatobas were very much injured, the piles lately driven in being 
uprooted by the score. The sea-wall built at the mouth of the 
creek was also partially destroyed. The typhoon was unquestion- 
ably one of the most severe—if not actually the most severe— 
that has been experienced during the last few years. During 
the storm, the Fusiyama, a Japanese steamer intended for a 
training-ship, blew up. Three men were killed, the engineers and 
most of the crew being absent at the time of the accident. 

The reconstruction of the Government has been entrusted to a 
commission of fifteen, of which Kido is the president, and Saigo 
vice-president. Among the members are Okuma, Goto Shojiro, 
Enoye Bunda, Terashima, and other members of what may be 
called the advanced liberal party. It is already rumoured that 
Okubo, the new Minister of Finance, will shortly resign. Sawa 
has resigned his post as Foreign Minister, and has been replaced 
by Iwakura. This appointment cannot fail to give satisfaction to 
the Foreign Ministers. Not, indeed, that Sawa was in any way 
adverse to foreigners or difficnlt in his dealings with them; but 
it may be doubted whether he was able to grasp the difficulties 
with which the external relations of the empire brought him face 
to face. Iwakura, on the other hand, while fully apprehending 
the problems presented by the internal condition of the empire, 
has more definite views of the exigencies presented by its foreign 
relations, and will handle these with more vigour and insight. He 
has been the Mikado’s right-hand man since his accession to the 
executive power, and has largely moulded the present condition 
and policy of the empire. It will be interesting to watch the 
next turn of the wheel, and see what special influence is at work 
in any change or new appointment. 

Great excitement has prevailed among the mercantile cora- 
munity on account of the refusal of the Custom-house to accept 
duties in the form and at the scale in which they have hitherto 
been paid. Piles of goods are heaped upon the Custom-house 
quay, detained there because the consignees refuse to admit {the 
claims ef the Government, and all the Consuls have made their 

rotests to the Governor against the action cf the authorities, 

he Governor is clearly under strict orders from Yedo, and can 
only represent matters to head-quarters, where alone they can be 
set to rights. In connection with this the subjoined has been re- 
ceived from H.M.’s Consul, and is published for the information 
of British subjects by the authority of H.M.’s Charge d’Affaires :— 
“For the present, and until an ement is concluded between 
the foreign representatives and the Japanese Government as to 
the rate at which niboos and séinsatsu (such as have hitherto been 
taken in ent of duties at the Custom-house) are to be taken 
henceforth in Pe sen of duties, the said satsw will be taken at 
the same rate as heretofore, the balance claimed by the Custom- 
house in each case to be deposited with the Consul, who will give 
a receipt for the said deposit ; and the owner of the goods on 
Siem uty has been paid will hand the receipt to the Custom 

ouse. 

The new coins are now being issued§in Kobe and Osaka, and 
the demand for them among foreigners is so great as to exceed 
the supply. By some strange oversight, no Government procla- 
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mation appears to have been issued throughout Japan regarding 
the new coinage, consequently the natives do not know that the 
new cvins are the standard of value, nor yet that they have been is- 
sued by the properauthorities. Up to this time only 20 sen (cent ) 
pieces have been issued, but there is a large demand for the 
smaller subsidiary coins, which it is to be hoped will soon be sup- 
plied. It is very satisfactory to find that the first issue has proved 
so successful, and that the coins are so much appreciated by 
foreigners. 

The sudden and unexpected death of Mr, Thomas Miller caused 
a great shock throughout the settlement. Mr. Miller was well 
known and greatly respected. Ue was a prominent member of 
the Masonic fraternity, and discharged his duties in connection 
with his Lodge with great earnestness and assiduity. The Masons 
have lost a brother is reflected great credit on their society, and 
the settlement a member- who had won universal regard and 
esteem. 

During the night of the 21st Aug. the German Consulate Ge- 
neral at Benten was broken into by burglars, who, having first 
entered Mr. Zappe’s sitting room and appropriated two Japanese 
swords, made their way into the bedroom where Mr. Zappe was 
asleep, and stole a gold watch and a large sum of money in Eng- 
lish gold, besides other articles. Mr. Zappe addressed an ener- 
getic letter to the Governor of Kanagawa demanding that a most 
rigorous search should be made for the thieves. This resulted in 
their apprehension, and the restitution of all the stolen property, 
with the exception of the money. 

The American Minister, Mr. De Long, has left for Hakodate. 
We understand his visit to the north is connected with alleged 
irregularities, extending over several years, in the U. 8. Consulate 
at Hakodate. 

M. Outrey, the French Minister, has obtained leave of absence. 
Count Turenne, Chargé d’ Affairs, with M. De Walewski, Secretary 
of Legation, remain in charge during the absence of the Minister. 

Mr. Hochstetter has been appointed to the post of Chief Geo- 
logical and rer Engineer to the Japanese Government. Mr. 
Hochstetter is well known in England and Europe for his scien- 
tific attainments. 

A supply of 118 cases of ammunition has arrived by Pacific 
mail steamer for Admiral Rodgers. It is believed that a renewal 
of hostilities against Koroa is contemplated. 

Drs. Hofman and Mueller have arrived, for the purpose of ar- 
ranging for the erection of a German naval hospital. 

Messrs. Dallas and Ring have been awarded the sum of $1,500 
each as some compensation for the injuries they received some 
months ago. 





THE SILK TRADE. 

The following communication from the Japanese silk merchants 
has been received by the Chamber of Commerce, and is published 
for general information :—The Japanese merchants of Yokohama 
desire to express to the Chamber of Commerce their sincere 
gratitude for the pamphlet which it lately published, and dis- 
tributed through the various provinces, calling the attention of 
silk producers and merchants to the unskilful and careless 
manner in which silk was prepared for the market, and sug- 

esting rules for its improvement. Having suffered great 
fesse by the decline of trade, realising only $500 to 8550 for 
silk that we had advanced $700 for, and the first holders of 
silk also having been subjected to very great expenses by 
remaining in Yokohama from one hundred to two hun- 
dred days, we came to that condition where it was almost 
impossible for us to continue business. We were lamenting over 
the deterioration of the silk and the decline of trade, gpd were 
trying to devise some remedy for the evil, when your Pamphlet 
most opportunely came to our help. We hope that henceforth our 
merchants and producers will make every exertion to keep badly 
writes! silk out of the market, and that trade may again revive 
and flourish. If it does so, it will be entirely through the concern 
and influence of the foreign merchants, who have come ten thou- 
sand miles across the ocean to establish mercantile houses in Yo- 
kohama, and who have set us examples worthy of our highest ad- 
miration. The Japanese merchants of Yokohama having consulted 
together on the best means of promoting our trade, have agreed 
to the following articles, which they desire to submit in writing 
to the Chamber of Commerce :— 

1, That every bale of silk brought to Yokohama'shall be opened 
and each hank inspected. All silk that is found to be knotty or 
dirty, or cased or earth or wrapped in thick paper, or tied by cord, 
shall be rejected and kept out of the Yokohama market, accordi 
to the recommendations of the Chamber of Commerce, This will 
be for the interests and case of both parties. 

2. That in order to carry out the above system of inspection, 
and carefully instruct the producers of silk in the way of manu- 
facturing and preparing it for the foreign market, we shall estab- 
lish branch or local houses in each silk producing district in 
every province, and thus to reform the old custom, bring the pro- 
ducts to their highest perfection, and cause trade to flourish. 

8. That in accordance with the usages of foreign countries, silk 
shall be numbered according to its quality, No. 1, No. 2, No. 3, 
and shall be accompanied with a muster and chop according to its 
fineness, rating it 10, 20, &c. 

4. As, if each merchant inspects the silk in his own house, and 
deals with it in his own way, it will be impossible but that the 
lust of gain should get tho better of him, and give rise to fraud, 
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and as it will be exceedingy inconvenient to send back from thence 
badly manufactured goods, we shall establish in Kanagawa a com- 
mon inspection house, and place in it an expert, who will care- 
fully inspect all silk brought to Yokohama, and who will promptly 
return all bad goods, and prevent all such goods from coming into 
the market. ; 

5. Through the influence of the pamphlet published by the 
Chamber of Commerce, in its dcep anxiety to improve the pro- 
duction of silk, we have every reason to hope for a gradual im- 
provement ; the pamphlet was, however, rather late in its publi- 
cation to meet fully the present scason ; but by establishing the 
rule that badly manufactured silk shall not come to Yokohama, 
we may hope that in the course of three years we may accom- 
plish a complete reformation. We have no doubt that a very 
great improvement will be effected in even half a year. 

6. Lamenting deeply the falling off of our trade, and desirous 
to use every cxertion and to adopt every mode that will render 
the productions of Japan more flourishing, and enable us to con- 
duct trade on a more liberal scale, and deeply concerned also that 
the interests of the forcign merchants shall be promoted, we 
have agreed upon the forcgoing articles; and after they shall 
have received thie consideration of the Chamber of Commerce we 
desire that they may be brought to the notice of our respective 
officials, and be widely promulgated as our sincere and united 
action. 

LATER INTELLIGENCE PER “ AMERICA.” 

The Pacific mail steamer Asnerica arrived at San Francisco on 
the 15th inst., with advices from Yokohama to the 23rd Sep- 
tember. The lone is the gnxgmary of the Japan news tele- 
graphed to the New York journale;— 

ce following is an edict of the Mikado, read to all the feudal 
Damios assembled in the palace at Yedo in the presence of the 
Mikadojby the President of the Council of State :—“ It appears to 
me that in the time of reformation, if it is our desire to aid and 
make our people happy, and to take an honourable position with 
respect to other nations, we should make the reality correspond 
to the name, to centralise the Governmental powcr. I previously 
ordered the Haus (or feudal governments) to send up a report of 
all their affairs, and ap pinted the Damios to be Chihuagis (or Go- 
vernors), and prescribed for each his duties. Having for several 
hundred years been hereditary rulers, some were satisfied merely 
with the name and neglected these duties. How, then, can the 
people be made happy or we take an honourable stand among the 
nations? I deeply lament this state of things, and now abolish 
the Hans (or Federal territories) and convert them into Kens (or 
Imperial domains). In performing your duties do away with all 
useless matters, cleave to retrenchment, and put off all unneces- 
sary expenses and abrogate all troublesome laws. Do you, my 
servants, carry out this my mind.” 

The issue of coin by the Mint has placed the Government in an 
embarrassing position, forcing alterations in values and creating 
much trouble and loss to foreign merchants. From January next 
no kinsats (or paper money) will be accepted in payment of duties. 
An immense amount of counterfeit kinsats have appeared in the 
market. The Chinese are exporting silver coin by the cart-load, 
or as fast as the Mint can issue it, according to an agreement with 
the late Tycoon. 

The Hawaiian Government has returned twelve Japanese whone 
term of service of thirty yearsas sugar labourers had ‘expired. 
One hundred and fifty preferred to remain in Hawaii instead of 
accepting a free passage home. 

Telegraphic communication been Hong Kong and Nagasaki had 
been interfered with, the Chinese having picked up the cable and 
stolen quite a length of it, causing much inconvenienco and ex- 
pense to repair it. These interruptions threaten to become serious 
unless promptly stopped. 





NAGASAKL. 
(FROM QUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

" T last wrote on tho lst September, via Brindisi, but as this will 

reach you first, 1 have embodied the contents of my last letter 

into this. On the morning of the 27th ult. the Pacific mail steamer 

Oregonian arrived with the English portion of the French mail 

of the 7th July, the Continental portion reaching here by the 

aaa steamer tons yesterday afternoon, which vessel also 

rought tho English mail of 14th July. The U.S. mail was re- 

ceived on tho evening of the 30th, but only brought the same 

dates from London as those received by the Oregonian. This 

mornin the French mail of 2lst July was delivered, forty-six 
ays out. 

The following men-of-war have arrived since the 14th 
ultimo :—Russian corvette .ilmaz, from Chefoo, on the 19th ul- 
timo; Danish frigate Tordenskjold, from Vladiwostock, 23rd 
idem ; and 11.B.M.8S. Ocean, from Taku, on the 31st. The Almaz 
lcft on the 23rd ultimo for Viadiwostock. Remaining in harbour 
are the Alaska (American), Ocean (British), and Tordenskjold 
(Danish). 

The North German barque Enyelbert sailed for London 
on the 26th of August with the following cargo from this port :— 
1,029 bales tobacco, 120 cases curiosities, 40 cases merchandise, 

d 1 case personal effects; having on board other cargo from 

iogo, which I cannot give you particulars of, but I believe it is 
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1,000 bales tobacco. The British barque Zohrab, with part of her 
cargo engaged, is on the berth for London, and will take tobacco 
and sundries. Rate of freight £3 per ton of 50 feet. 

Saturday last, being the peratabnd! of the battle of Sedan, he 
German residents celebrated it by having a pic-nic during the day 
and lighting a tar barrel and petroleum bonfire in the evening on 
the top of Innassa, some 1,200 feet above the level of the sea. 
Unfortunately tho day was very wet, but, notwithstanding the 
drenching rain, they did not alter the programme. Of general 
news I have again but little to give, The natives have recently 
been engaged with the “ Ancestral Festival,” which annually oc- 
cupies their wenehte to the exclusion of business and everything 
else, during which time the Custom-house has been closed, namely, 
for three successive days, viz., 29th, 30th, and 31st ultimo, which 
would be very inconvenient if strictly enforced, but this fortu- 
nately is not the case, as at least a/sufficient number of officers dan 
be found on these days to grant permits if invoked ,by entreaties 
backed by silver. 

The submarine cable between this port and Viediwostock has 
been completed, which event was duly proclaimed by the arrival 
of the Tordeiskjold, Africa, and Great Northern, with flags flying. 
It is reported that the Russian land lines are not completed, and 
uatil rege are established, communication with Europe cannot be 
opened. 

The new coinage has not yet reached this place. Already grave 
fears are being entertained that the dual coinage will only partially 
remedy the continued annoyances foreigners have to contend 
against at the present time, and that the Government or semi- 
official money changers will be able to control the market suffi- 
siently to make either a premium or @ discount if it suits them to

Rain began again to fall on the morning of the 29th August, 
and continued doing so all day and night. The water on the 
plains, however, was only very slightly higher. The east and west 
plains are now like two great lakes, and the wind raises or de- 
heey the water according to the dircction from which it blows. . 
t is useless to dwell on the condition of the inhabitants, and on 
the worse misery which awaits them during the ensuing wintor. 
But the prospect is so frightful that one can hardly touch the 
subject without referring to it. 


HANKOW. 

A correspondent writes that incessant rain had been falling, 
and the water was rising steadily; already it was nearly level 
with the Bund, and there was every reason to fear that it would 
come over. Newa of the inundation at Tientsin has deadencd 
the import market at Hankow, during the fortnight, as the native 
dealers anticipated it would lead to heavy shipments up the 
river. Large shipments of tea have been madc to Shanghai on 
native account ; prices are Tis. 1 lower for Oonfaa and Seangtam 
kinds ; Oopacks and Lielings have been sold at former rates. The 
export is now 9,294,000 Ibs. in excess of last year. . 


SHANGHAI, 

Dates from this port are to the 8th Sept.; the French mail of 
Q1st July arrived out on the 2nd Sept. The North China Herald 
contains the following summary of the news :— 

We have had several thunder-storms and much rain during the 
week ; the thermometer, however, continues high during the 
intervals by day, though the evenings and nights are much 
cooler. The inundation continues unabated at Ticntsin, and 
Hankow is threatencd with a similar infliction. 

The Taoutai has lately put forth two new proclamations—one 
against lotteries, and another forbidding the country people to 
kill bullocks used, or useful, for purposes of agriculture. The 
Taoutai has sentenced a man to be exposed in the canguc at the 
New North Gate for three months, on account of some part he 
has taken in the lotteries. Whether he was simply the purchaser 
of a ticket or whether he’had acted as an agent for the sale of 
tickets we cannot learn. 

A rather scrious fracas occurred on board the American ship © 
Golden State. The vessel had cleared, and at high water the crew 
were ordered to weigh anchor, while a portion of them were also 
engaged shipping a last lot of tea from a cargo-boat alongside. 
As the anchor came up the crew of the Serica gave their mates 
onthe Golden State a parting cheer, and these at once ceased 
work to respond. The second mate, who was in charge, told the 
men to continue steadily at work, fearing that if they did not the 
tide would be lost, and it would be difficult to drop down river. 
The men, however, refused to go on at once, and insisted on 
having their cheer out. The mate urged thom again, when one 
of the crew picked up a handspike and struck him with it on the 
side of the head, slightly fracturing the skull. Another was 
going to follow up the brutal attack with a carpenter's mal- 
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let, but the carpenter managed to wrest it away. The second 
mate was obliged to go to his cabin and have his head dreseed, 
and the first mate took charge. Tne excitement of the men ap 

parently ceased, the work in hand was gone through, and the ship 
went down stream to below the shipping. About dusk the second 
mate again came on duty, while the crew were washing down 
decks. Seeing one of the men passing but one bucket along, 
while there were several lying unused on the deck, he told them 
to take two. The man refused to do so, and the officer then took 
him by the shoulder and turned him towards the empty buckets, 
repeating his order, when the man suddenly drew a sheath-knife 
and stabbed him in the pit of the stomach. The mate called to 
the chief officer and informed him that he had been stabbed, 
and that his assailant had taken flight over the bows of the ship. 
The chief officer finding the man hanging on to the chains called 
to him to come up or he would shoot him ; tke man, however, 





jumped into the river instead, but took a line which was thrown 


out to him, and was hauled on board and put in irons. Several 
of the men who had taken part in the original disturbance, or 
who did not wish to go with the ship, jumped into the water after 
nightfall, and swam to the harbour-master's hulk, and to the Be- 
nicia, whence they were returned at daylight, one also being 
icked up while swimming about by the water police. The mate 
is in hospital, and his case is considered serious, though he will 
likely recover. The men implicated have been taken into cus- 
wank and the Golden State has proceeded on her voyage without 
em, 

We have received a copy of a most elaborate table compiled by 
Messrs. Da Costa and Co. It comprises a return of the imports 
and re-exports of goods and metals, with the variations of prices 
and the fluctuations of exchange quotations, during the first 
quarter of the years 1867 to 1871. 





HONG KONG. 

The advices extend to the 14th Sept. The London mail, with 
dates to the 4th August, was received on the 11th Sept. 

The reply of the Lieutenant-Governor to the deputation which 
waited on him in regard to the police of the colony, being so very 
unsatisfactory, a meeting was held on the 11th Sept. to consider 
the same, and the following is a report of the proceedings :— 

At a meeting of non-official justices of the peace held pursuant 
to notice at the club—Present: Hon. P. Ryrie, Esq. (in the 
chair), Hon. R. Rowett, Esq., E. R. Belilios, Esq., T. G. Linstead, 
Esq., I’. Pyke, Esq., Dr. O’Brien, J. Berwick, Esq., 8. D. Sassoon, 
Esq., G. F. Maclean, Esq, E. Arthur, Esq., 8. J. Gower, Esq., W. 
Wilson, Esq.. J. M. Vickers, Esq. 

Mr. Ryrie stated that the reply received through the Hon. the 
Colonial Secretary to the resolutions handed by the deputation 
to his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor on the 2nd inst. had 
been communicated to the meeting and was considered to be of a 
very unsatisfactory nature, more especially seeing that the mur- 
derous attacks and robberies had rather increased than otherwise 
since the day the deputation waited on his Excellency. A meeting 
on the 9th inst., at which a resolution had been arrived at, which, 
in the opinion of some gentlemen who were then unable to attend, 
and also, after further reflection, of others who were present, failed 
to convey a correct impression of their views ; he had, therefore, 
thought it best to summon this meeting in order that the subject 
might receive further consideration. 

After some discussion, it was then proposed by Mr. T. G. Linstead, 
seconded by Mr. E. R. Belilios, and carried with one dissentient :— 
“That the resolution passed at the meeting of the 9th inst. be 
annulled.” 

It was then proposed by Mr. T. Pyke, seconded by Mr. J. Ber- 
wick, and carried unanimously :—“ That this meeting has received 
the reply of the Hon. the Colonial Secretary with extreme dissap- 
pointment, and that as his Excellency the Lieutenant. Governor 
declines to sproint a commission to inquire into the state of the 

lice, a public petition praying for a full inquiry be addressed to 

er Majesty’s Secretary of State for the Colonies and forwarded 
through his Excellency, a copy being sent to C. Magniac, Esq., 
M.P., for presentation in the same quarter.” 

Proposed by Mr. G. F. MacLean, seconded by Mr. E. Arthur, 
and carried unanimously :—“ That his Excellency the Lieutenant- 
Governor be requested to forward to Her Majesty’s Principal Se- 
cretary of State for the Colonies copies of all the resolutions 
passed at this and the first meeting and copies of the correspon- 
dence connected therewith.” 

We (China Mail) learn from Macao that the Government have 
received their new steam-launch from Hong Kong. ‘The launch, 
by name the Sergio, is schooner-rigged, 16 tons measurement, 
46 feet in length, 9} beam, and 5 feet in depth. She has a 6- 
pounder rifled cannon forward ; and her engines are 12 horse- 
power, she being intended for the pursuit of pirates. In addition 
to a crew, she will carry an armed force of 25 men, rations and 
water for all hands, and coal and water for her own use for 24 
hours. Asa proof of the Sergio’s fitness for the above service, 
we may state that she made the run from the premises of the 


Pier Company, Wanchi, to the Government House, Macao, in 43 
hours. ‘lhe Sergio was built and engined at the yard of Messrs. 


J. Inglis and Co., Victoria Foundry, and we are informed that she 
does great credit to that establishment. We further hear from 
the Holy City that four vessels—viz., the Vistula, Naples, Blanche, 
and Univers—are expected there to load coolies to Havannah. 
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His Excellency Major-General Whitfield has been pleased to re“ 
cognise Rudolph Jensen, Esquire, as Acting Consul for Denmark 
and also for Sweden and Norway at this port, during the abse nce 
of George J. Helland, Esquire, and subject to the pleasure of Her 
Majesty's Government. 

e learn that the hull of the ship Courter was sold by Mr. J. M. 
Armstrong for the sum of $2,900. ; the sale altogether realised 
$4,300. 

‘A service wae held on the 12th at the Catholic Church for the 
repose of the souls of the late Captain Maugat, and of Captains 
Marchandau and Defoy. The Acting French Consul, M. Chastel, 
Chancellier, besides a large number of private friends were in at- 
tendance. The service was led by the very Rev. Father Raimondi, 
who made an eloquent address in the French language.

The directors have pleasure in laying before you a statement 
of the working of the Company for the first half of the current 
year, feeling that the result will be found satisfactory. 

The accounts show that the net profits, after paying all dis- 
bursements, amount to $7625.99, and of this the Directors would 
recommend the following distribution ; viz: 10 per cent. of the 
net profits, or say $762.60 as a bonus to the shareholders who 
have contributed freight ; 20 per cent. of the net profits, or say 
$1,525.20 to be carried to the Depreciation and Insurance fund ; 
$400 to be devoted to the remuneration of Directors and Auditors, 
and $5,400 to the payment of a half-yearly dividend of 6 per 
cent. There will then remain $70.70 to be carried forward to a 
new account, : 

At the time the last report was submitted to the shareholders it 
was intended to change the name of the steamer Venus, then re- 
cently acquired by the Company, to Ainkee ; but, upon enquiry 
among the Chinese, it was found inexpedient to make the altera- 
tion, as the Venus had already become popular with passengers. 

It was in contemplation also at that time to purchase the 
Sunfoo, but the success hitherto had in chartering has induced the 
directors to continue for the present that method of conducting 
the business,and they have taken her up for six months, with the 
option of two months more, and there will be no necessity for the 
second call of $25 per share, unless it should be found hereafter 
to be more advisable to buy than to charter. 

Mr. Mellish having left the colony, Mr. Blakeman has been 
appointed in his place as auditor; and this now awaits the con- 
firmation of the shareholders.

THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

At the meeting of the Legislative Couucil, on the llth Septem- 
ber, the Supplementary Estimates Ordinance was read a second 
time and passed. 

The ordinance intended to give power to enrol men in the police 
force for short periods and under special conditions, and to form an 
auxiliary force, from which to recruit the permanent force, was 
next read a second time. A discussion took place as to whether 
it was intended to increase the aggregate force by the 200 men 
named in the new ordinance, or simply that the recognised strength 
would include the auxiliaries and not exceed what was mentioned 
in previous ordinances. The feeling of the Council was such that 
the words “ not exceeding 200 men” were erased. The ordinance 
was then passed. 

Mr. Rowett begged leave to ask for a further sum of $750 in 
aid of the Cathedral chancel. The object was to enable the work 
to begin at once, and unless this sum were given, they would 
never get on with it. The lowest tender which the trustees saw 
advisable to accept was $8,500, and the money in hand, including 
the Government grant, was only $7,000, so that there remained a 
balance of $1,500 to complete the sum required. The trustees 
thereupon thought that they would collect a sum of $750 from the 
community, and ask the Government to give a further sum to the 
saine amount. Then the work could be proceeded with. He hoped 
the Council would regard the matter in a favourable light, as the 
work had already been so long delayed. They knew that Mr. 
Lapraik’s memorial window was still to be put up, and the stone 
laid by the Duke of Edinburgh was still alone. He trusted there 
would be no more delay. 

In reply to Judge Ball, Mr. Rowett said that the trustees 
asked for the grant only on condition that the community sub- 
scribed the other $750. : 

Mr. Keswick said it was pity that the public money should 
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be expended in this way, especially after the last grant had been 
made. The chancel might be an architectural ornament, but it 
was not necessary to the building, and certainly was not required 
for convenience asto,the space. The atone was at present well sha- 
dowed by a tree, and was now a better ornament to the church 
than it would be if embodied in the building. (A laugh.) He op- 
posed the grant. : 

On a vote being taken it was found that Mr. Keswick was in 
@ minority of one ; and the grant was therefore agreed to. 

Mr. Ryrie rose to ask a question in regard to the memo. of the 
non-official members on the letter sent round, in which the 
Registrar-General had suggested the establishment of a Chinese 
Customs Station in Hong Kong. y 

Mr. Smith begged the hon member’s pardon, but the Registrar- 
General had never suggested the establishment of a Custom- 
house. : 

After some confusion, during which more than one member at 
a time addressed the hon. member, who was still on his legs, the 
Colonial Secretary deprecated any discussion upon a document 
meant as a confidential communication, and his Excellency 
somewhat unceremoniously commenced to read a written reply to 
the question, the substance of which was that the question was 
Imperial and Executive, that the law officers of the Crown were 
of opinion that it was competent for the Chinese to establish 
Custom stations on their own territory, and that any further 
representations on the subject should be addressed to the Secre- 
tary of State and sent through the Colonial Government. 

no the motion that the Appropriation Qrdinance for 1872 be 
read a second time, Mr. Ryrie stated that, as the detailed esti- 
mates did not reach members till Friday night, and the days fol- 
lowing were Saturday and Monday, he would much desire that 
oe on the items might be posponed for, say—a fort- 
night. 

His Excellency reminded members that the Estimates were 
rather late, and he hoped they would not require too long time. 

The Council was adjourned until Friday, the 22nd, at 2.30 pM., 
ace they will be taken.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 


—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to Sept. 23. The English mail of Aug. 11 arrived on 
Sept. 14, and the French mail, with London letters to Aug. 18, 
came in on Sept. 17. 

The following items are from the Stratts Times :— 

The Legislative Council has disposed of the railway question 
by a vote in favour of the long line to embrace all the wharves, 
but stipulates that the Company be formed and ready to com- 
mence within six months from the date of granting the concession, 
that the Government retain sufficient control over the working 
and maintenance of the line to secure fair terms to the various 
Proper along the route, and may at any time take over the 
works ata fair valuation. A proposal that the Government should 
construct the railway itself was negatived. These reservations 
by the Government are necessary and equitable precautions to en- 
sure the proper carrying out of the work. It is hardly probable 
it will ever take over the line, unless in event of failure on the 
part of the Company to proferly fulfil the conditions imposed. 

The question of the Government steamers seems to be con- 
stantly recurfing ; first,Sir Harry Ord called the Executive Counoil 
together, for the purpose of expressing its opinion in favour of a 
atentd latinch to cost pon G15,000, to replace the Aainbow, but 
this Was forbidden by the Meoretary of State, Next, a similar 
auggestlon was made {a the reply to the opeech of bis Sasellensy 
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the Administrator on the opening of the Legislative Council, and 
this bas at last taken form in a distinct proposal according to the 
official minutes. His excellency the AAcutnistrator brought for- 
ward the question of a small steam-tender for the service of the 
colony, and asked the Council what description of vessel it is most 
desirable to have. The consideration of the subject was wisely 
postponed We presume the principal use of this vessel would 
be to effect the relief of the lighthouses, and to make trips to 
Johore and round the island; but we have one steam launch, 
the Mata Mata, which serves the latter purpose very well, and 
though nominally a police boat she has done nothing as yet for 
the suppression of the robberies from native craft in the harbour, 
and the petty piracies which are the curse of our shores, aad is 
scarcely ever available for any sudden emergency of this sort ; 
and it may be doubted whether an additional steam launch is 
really needed for the public service. With a little economy in 
the number of trips made between the Settlements by the Pluzo, 
we think she would be found easily able to do all the work for 
which a Government steamer is actually required. 

The only other question of any significince that has arisen 
during the fortnight is the proposal by the Secretary of State 
that the colony pay a share of the expense of adapting a Penal 
Code being prepared in Jamaica to the circumstances of the 
other Crown Colonies, in which the Council has acquiesced. 
With the known tendency of the Colonial-office to assimilate the 
Government of all the Crown Colonies, no doubt the bare mention 
of such a scheme would find great favour there ; but it should be re. 
membered that the criminal classes in Jamaica are mostly negroes 
and half-caste Creoles, while those of this colony are Asiatics, and 
that we have the advantage of a most comprehensive Criminal 
Code prepared in India, especially to deal with their known vices, of 
which the working has heen proved, and which is now in process 
of adaptation to our local requirements. It would be too bad to 
throw away the labour bestowed upon this work for the purpose 
of introducing a code of which we know nothing, and which would 
be almost certain to fail to meet the wants of this coluny, merely 
in order that all the Crown Colonies may be governed by one 
common criminal law. 

By the steamer Glenartney the Hon. William Ramsay Scott 
proceeds to Europe, by way of China, Japan, and America. He 
will probably return again in six or seven months; but the proofs 
he has received on all hands of kindly feeling and estimation bear 
witness to the honourable part he has taken in the politics of the 
colony, not less than to his genial influence in the social condition 
of the community. He was entertained at a farewe'l dinner by 
the Singapore Club. 

We have noticed, with some surprise, the various changes and 
appointments in the Civil Service, lately notified to the public in 
the Government Gazette, consequent on the vacancies caused by 
death or absence, and we are at a loss to understand by what rules 
promotions and acting appointments are regulated by our Govern- 
ment. We observe in several instances junior officers placed 
over the heads of senior ones, and, as far as we can judge, with no 
special qualification to account for it. 





PENANG. 

Dates extend to the 23rd September, the P. and O. mail, with 
London dates to the 25th August, arrived out on the 23rd Septem- 
ber. The following is from the Penang Argus :—This colony has 
produced a revenue of one million and two hundred and ninety- 
four dollars during the past year, and now it is to pay the ad- 
ditional sum of eighty-one thousand and six hundred and five 
dollars and sixty-two cents for the said year. The money has 
been spent and what there is to show for it is a matter that does 
not admit of doubt, because nothing can be shown. We have 
been bled to no purpose. Our expenditure has been such that 
if we continue to spend money at the rate we are now doing we 
shall very soon overrun the constable. It is true that we have 
purchased an expensive steamer, but the money for that purpose 
was voted the year before last, and we have had merely the 
pleasure of paying this year some $11,000 extra for bringing the 
vessel out, surveying her, and making alterations in her, to suit 
the taste of our marine authorities and make her fit for service; 
we have algo had a flying visit paid us by the King of Siam, and 
the visit was not the only thing that was paid—there was a little 
bill of ten thousand dollars also, the cost of the entertainment of 
his Majesty. Still it cannot be said that the result of the years’ ex- 
penditure has been such as to gratify the people of the colony. A pen- 
sion list of scores of thousands of dollars ; a complicated system 
of Government capitally calculated to do the least amount of 
good for the greatest amount of money ; which cannot rule a 
population of something less than a third of a million in number 
at a less cost than upwards of twelve hundred thousand dollars 
per annum ; and which cannot protect its subjects from the at- 
tacks of pirates and plunderers, form a picture neither pleasant 
nor comfortable to contemplate. In the Colonial List for 1.63 
we find it authoritatively stated that the proportion of taxation to 
population in the Straits Settlements is greater than in any other 
part of the world. We pay more per head than any Continental 
(European) nation, treble what they pay in India, and sucha rate, 
whieh if any Government was: to nlc for in Australia, thé reply 
would be its downfall, 

The Minute of his Excellency the Adminstrator coriveye this 
alarming truthosthat having spent over a million of deliard upot 
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Qovernment—that Government cannot be carried on unless there 
is a disbursement of over twenty thousand dollars extra for “ Ks- 
tablishments ;"? more than three thousand for pensions; two 
thousand for police, fourteen thousand for our “ Marine Depart- 
ment ;” a lump sum of $23,000 odd put down as “ Miscellaneous,” 
and a nice little bill of $501,788.22 cents—our readers will be 
careful as to the number ‘of conts—is to be applied next year in 
payment of “ establishments, salaries, allowances, and office con- 
tingencies,” thus making the total his Excellency the Administra- 
tor asks for as the revenue of 1872 the insignificant amount of 
one million three hundred and twenty-seven thousand nine hun- 
dred and eighty dollars and thirty-two cents. 

Where is the money to come from ? 

We have often heard it said that the ‘Government clerks in 
Penang have very little to do! We hitherto believed the state- 
ment to be incorrect. But lately the store of Messrs. Tyo Sin 
Tat and Co. has been made the rendezvous for these young mon, 
during their office hours, and their visits extend over several 
hours. Either they must have nothing to do and are not required 
at their office, or are simpy “skulking” when the head of the 
department is away. Verb sap / 

A general meeting of the inhabitants of Penang was held at 
the room of the Chamber of Commerce on Wednesday, tho 13th 
September, to take into consideration a letter received from the 
Government regarding the proposed wharf. The meeting was 
well attended. The following resolutions were passed :— 

“That this meeting do approve of the proccedings of the com- 
mittee hitherto regarding the Penang wharf scheme, and that 
the following gentlemen be requested to act as promoters of a 
joint-stock company to be called the ‘Penang Wharf Company 
(Limited),’ and to make preliminary application to Government 
for powers to proceed with the scheme in terms of Act XXII. of 
1863 :—Messrs. Walter Scott, John Allan, A. J. Gunn, M. A. An- 
thony, A. Hasche, A. Gentle, G@. P. Tolson, Vapoo M. Noordin, Lee 
Pee Chuan, Oh Yean Heng. 

“That subscriptions be invited from the ‘public generally to 
the extent in the meantime of $1,000, to defray such preliminary 
expenses 88 may be incurred by the promoters, such amount to 
become a first charge on the capital of the company when 
formed.” 

A report is current that his Excellency the Administrator 
proposes to leave the colony in October, but we do not believe it.

THE FRENCH COLONY OF SAIGON. 

WE cannot. read the latest advices from Saigon without 
congratulating our French friends on the evident zeal and 
singleness of purpose with which they are addressing them- 
selves to the task of developing their colony in Cochin China, 
a country of vast extent and great resources, in which they 
may justly claim to be the pioneers of civilisation, com- 
merce, and progress. Our readers will not fail to remember 
that, at the time of the distressing war between France and 
Germany, we animadverted in severe terms on the injudicious 
and narrow-minded policy which led to the temporary ex- 
pulsion of peaceful and honourable German merchants from 
the remote port they had doneso much to render prosperous, 
and in which their interests wera so closely bound up. We 
would fain hope that, in future wars (as, we suppose, war 
must be an intermittent fever as long as the world goes 
ee the representatives of the hostile nationalities in 
the Far East might be exempted from the sufferings in- 
volved in the disputes of their respective Courts at home. 
Petty triumphs like the expulsion of the Germans from 
Saigon not only show a mean and paltry spirit, but, as 
the event has proved, they absolutely react to the disad- 
vantage of the party that indulges in them. At the time 
when the Franco-German war broke out, Saigon was proape- 
rous—her trade increasing, her relations with her Annamese 
neighbours daily extending, and her revenue giving signs of 
rapidly-approaching prosperity. Now she is perplexed, her 
revenue in disorder, and her trade embarrassed. To remedy 
this state of things two new measures have been taken into 
consideration, and one of them has already been adopted. 
This is the contract for the erection of inland steamers to 
make voyages six times a month to the richest of the out- 
lying districts, supplying the natives with the productions of 
Western manufacturers, and bringing back produce in return. 
This is a truly noble idea, and we are so impatient for its 
success that we cannot disguise our regret that the necessary 
preparations are announced as being likely to require more 
than a year before they can be brought into working order. 
Surely the traffic might be commenced on a small scale by 
way of making a beginning, long before that time, if ordinary 
energy were used. Until this is done the trade of the port 
cannot advance, and the revenue consequently languishes. 
What seems to us to be still worse is that the paramount ne- 
cessity of raising the revenue to “solvency pitch ” bas given 
rise to a scheme, which, with every disposition to allow our 
French neighbours to “know their own business best,” we 
cannot but regard as part of a retrograde and suicidal policy. 
It is proposed to create a monopoly of the Arrack distilled 
from rice, of which such large quantities are now taken in 
Saigon as to employ no less than 2,500 stills. Of these, how- 
ever, the vast majority are owned by Chinese ; only 900 out 
of the 2,500 being conducted by the Annamese, It is, there- 
fore, contended, as it appears to us, with justice, that to farm 
out such a manufacture as this would be to hand over the 
whole trade to the Chinese, and, in fact, to make Saigon a 
eolony dependent for its revenue on Chinese enterprise in- 
ntead of Annamensindustry, It is quite beneath the dignity 
of Frauoe to entertain any euch band to mouth sohome j 

















THE: PORT OF BRINDISI. 

The Times has published a letter from a correspondent, who 
signs himself ‘‘ An Italian,” which, in the midst of a great deal 
of common sense, contains not a little bombast. The object of 
the writer appears to be to promote the improvement of the port 
of Brindisi, so as to keep pace with the opening of the Mont Cenis 
Tunnel, and the requirements of a place which may be easily be 
made the key of the East, so far as passenger traffic is concerned. 
But, in order to do justice to Brindisi and Italy, it is nec 
that something more than mere vapid boasting should be employed 
in favour of new enterprise in a city, which the Italians have ever 
neglected, and which they do not seem, even now, to have public 
spirit enough to develop. It is idle for the Italians to tell us that,— 

Owing to a combination of vicissitudes almost miraculous, the world 
has come back to conditions almost analogous to those of the Roman 
Empire in its most glorfous period, and that Brindisi must occupy in 
the Mediterranean that position which ancient Brundusium had attained 
in the best days of the Caesars. From|France, from Switzerland, from Ger- 
many aud Austria, as well a3 from England and the whole North of 
Europe, the longest lines of railway communication converge upon 
Brindisi. If from Calais or from Hamburg a man sceks the shortest 
way to the Mediterranean or the Adriatic, he may certainly go across 
to Marseilles or Trieste; but if from those same ports he wishes to ap- 
prouch the Levant or the coasts of North Africa with the shortest pos- 
sible sea voyage, he must take any train that will convey him to the 
Alps, cross those mountains above Turin or Verona, and hence travel 
along the Peninsula all the way to Brindisi ; 


unless they are prepared to carry these enterprises out. And we 
know that the mauagement of Italian railways has contrasted go 
unfavourably with that of their neighbours the French, owing to 
neglect, that nothing but a system of wholesale reform can ever 
be hoped to satisfy the public, or to allure capitalists 

The whole Peninsula and the whole of adjacent Europe are, therefore, 
open through Brindisi to the Oriental traffic ; and, for instance, between 
Lortdon and Calcutta, the most expeditious as well as pleasantest route 
is that which, from Calais and through Paris and Macon, goes across 
the Great Alpine Tunnel down to Turin, Bologna, and so on to Brindisi. 
Now, what have the Italians, or their Government, or their railway 
companies done hitherto during these last eleven years to render the 
port of Brindisi ava'lable for maritime or commercial purposes ? They 
have done some little dredging work, and they have constructed some 
little piers and jetties by the aid of which small steamers can come up 
to their movrings and land their passengers without the aid of tugs and 
boats such as are still used in the less civilised harbours of Genoa, Leg- 
horn, or Naples. But vesscls at all available for the Eastern trade, as, 
for instance, the steamers of the Peninsular and Oriental line, are still 
unable to approach, and must land their passengers, mails, and mer- 
chandise by the primitive contrivance of small boats. All the works 
of docks, dry docks, and graving docks, warchouses, storehouses, work. 
shops, and other establishments necessary for repairing or refitting 
vessels, are either in the most deplorably backward state or have not 
even been commenced. Add to this that at Brindisi, as at all other 
Italian ports, such onerous and still more vexatious harbour duties are 
exacted that the Peninsular and Oriental Company alone, for ins tance, 
is mulcted to the amount of £2,500 yearly. ‘ 


The writer proceeds :— 


If we inquire with whom lies the blame of the remissness of the 
Italians in profiting by the advantages of their geographical position, 
we shall be answered—first, that the finances of the country are in a 
deplorable state; secondly, that the Italian Government is a convert to 
the ideas of the laissez-faire schvol, and thinks that everything con- 
nected with trade and industry should be left to private enterpriso ; 
thirdly, that while native enterprise in Italy is still dormant owing to 
want of intelligence, of a proper spirit of association, and, finally, of 
capital, foreign enterpriso has been so often disappointed, and, not to 
mince words, swindled by Italian bad faith, that capital has become ex- 
tremely shy of the peninsula, and is not to be had except on the most 
exorbitant charges and upon the most substantial securities, 


This is plain speaking without doubt ; and the cause is almost 
sufficient to justify the writer’s tone. ‘There is no doubt ” (as he 
says) that— 


Commerce-must and will take care of ita own interests ; but it will do 
so in its own way and at Its own convenience, It Knocks at the gates

wo have now about 4,000. Native preachers in 1853, 19; we have 
now more than 360. Stations and out-stations in 1853, only 26; we 
have now more than 300. Convertsin 1853, 351 ; we have now between 
6,000 and 7,000 communicants. Contributions in 1858, nothing ; at 
present we have about £1,000. Now, I think you will agree with me 
hat we are making some progress in China—that the Gospel is nota 
failure in China. But these figures do not represent the actual amount 
of work that has been accomplished, for there are hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, around the various stations who have been influenced to a 
certain extent by the Gospel. We are saturating the minds of the 
people with stories of Jesus Christ, and filling the air with the music of 
the Cross. Then there is another important point. We are not able 
to say that we have many scholars, but I am glad to be able to tell you 
that some of our most zealous and efficient agents are some of the best 
scholars in the land. When I left Hankow last year wo had a church 
there numbering more than two hundred, and among them were fifty 
women and thirty whole families. There were also cight or nine B.A.'s 
in the Confucian school, cne M.A., and several undergraduates, Still, 
I do protest against gauging a spiritual work like ours by the number 
of converts, Depend upon It, we are doing our work ; the Word is 
being sowed, and as truly as sucecss now appears in Madagascar it will 
appear in China and in India. Madagascar is great, but China is 
greater; and you must be brought to feel that in order to pray as you 
ought to pray for China, and act as you ought to act towards China. 


The population of Madagascar is, I suppose, between 4,000,000 and 
5,000,000 ; but banish China from existence, and scatter the population 
over the globe, and every third man you met would be a Chinaman, 
and every third house you entered a Chinese] house. The world is 
looking on, and the question is asked, ‘Can the Gospel change the 
Hindoos and the Chinese?” I believe it can. I want you to believe it 
can, and I want you toshow it by contributing according to your ability, 
and by sending us genuine men to carry on this great work. Don’t 
suppore that any sort of a man will do for a missionary, and especially 
for China and India. No, we must have your very best men, men with 
agreat deal of humanity in them. Confucius said, “‘ You cannot carve 
on rotten wood,” and I believe you can never make missionaries of 
rotten wood. We want men of the very highest stamp, men who have 
something of the manifoldness of humanity, men who will make the 
natives feel that they are more men than Englishmen, Welshmen, or 
Americans. We want inspired men. No one honours this precious 
Book moro thanI do; but I think it would be almost useless for you 
to send that Book without theinspired man. But let us have the inspired 
Book and the inspired man to go along with it, and we shall conquer the 
world. There is one thing more we want. We want educated men, Let us 
have men of the very finest feelings and of thorough education, so that 
when they come in contact with heathens they shall feel that they are 
truly gentlemen. I would have every missionary be a Hamilton in 
metaphysics, a John Stuart Mill in political economy; I would have 
him kuow as much of protoplasm as Huxley, and as much about moh- 
keys as Darwin. But still he must have a thorough theological training. 
This is an age in which men are bronght face to face with the deepest 
questions of religious thought, and it is impossible for an inquisitive man 
to pass through this crisis without having his mind in doubt; but let 
the doubts go in tue college, and not in the pulpit; in the college, and 
not in the missionary ficld, We have every respect for honest doabt, 

but I do know, by profoundest experience, that a man must believe in 
God and in the eternal realities of the eternal world, otherwise he can- 
not teach. Iam going back to China, and that is the strongest proof I 
can give you that I helieve in my work. I know the difficulties, but I 
really do believe in my decpest heart that it is God’s work, that China 
is to become Christ’s, and that I have something to do with it. I do 
not believe in my power, but I believe in what Christ has said, “If ye 
have fuith it shall be,” and, believing this, I shall go back to China and 
feel that I can face the difficulties and say, ‘‘ Who art thou, great moun> 
tain? Before Zerubbabel thou shalt be made a plain,” 


There is great truth in all this, but we must confess that we

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THE REV. GRIFFITH JOHN ON CHINA. 
This gentleman, who has for many years—we believe about fifteen— 
laboured as a missionary of the London Missionary Society in China, 
chiefly in the neighbourhood of Hankow, on the Yangtsze, gave a lec- 


ture at Swansea (briefly noticed in our last issue) in connection with the 
Congregational Union. 


Mr. John said :—In the first place, you should have some idea of the 
difficulties with which we have to contend in our efforts to evangelise 
China. There is the language itsclf, one of the most difficult to acquire, 
standing at the threshold, and nothing can be done until it is mastered. 
Then there is the terrible pride of the Chinese. You must live amongst 
them to have anything like an idea of it. One of the principal rcasons 
why the Chinaman rejects the Gospel is this pride. The Gospel does 
not come from China, and therefore it cannot be true; or, if it is true, 
it is some small insignificant truth pertaining to us as barbarians. Then 
look at the conservatism of the Chinese. The conservatism of Eng- 
land, as compared with that of China, is radicalisin itself. Yt seems to 
me that the Chinese have thcir heads turned in the wrong dircction ; 
they look backward instead of forward ; every eyc is upon the dead 
past; and in order to make progress they must have their heads turned 
round, They would drive every one of us into the sca to-morrow if 
they could. Why? Because they are afraid of tliese new 
things that we are introducing—our steamers, railways, and tele- 
graphs — which they think will tend to upset everything, and 
deprive the Confucians, including "scholars and mandarins, of their 
influence, and almost of their bread and cheese. Confucius is 
the great saint of China, and a very worthy and great man he 
was, and for a heathen a very good man. But though a man, they 
worship him as if he were God, and they commit all his works to me- 
mory. A Chinese scholar is more thoroughly versed in the books of 
Confucius than we are in the Bible by a long way. It fs estimated that 
there are a million of people who could reproduce the whole from begin- 
ing to end. Then their faith in the completencss of his teaching shuts 
their eyes against all other teachings. You have no idea how they quote 
Confucius ugainst every doctrine that we advance. Then I might men- 
tion also the weakness of the religious instinct in the Chinese. A China- 
man gocs about his religion ina very different way from what we do in 
this country. He thinks very little about his soul, but infinitely more 
of his body—infinitely more of a bowl of rice than of his eternal sal- 
vation. He is a thorough man of business, and never more sv than in 
his religious exercises. He gives so much towards religion, and he ex- 
pects to get so much in return, and if he does not he is very wrath with 
his God, and sometimes vents that wrath in not very polite terms. 


Another difficulty with which we have to contend—and that is the 
opium traffic and the immoral lives of many of the foreigners in China. 
I do not speak of Englishmen alone, but foreigners in general. The 
conduct of Great Britain in reference to the opium trade is oue of the 
most disgraceful things that can possibly be imagined. You know that 
our first war with China was brought about by the desire of one of 
the emperors to put an end to this trae. At the close of the last‘war, 
however, the Government was induced to logalise tho traffic, and now 
opium smoking has become a general thing all over the empire, and 
they are indebted to us for that. When I went to China fifteen years 
ago the opium dens were all in the back streets and narrow 
lanes; but now you find them in the principal streets, and they 
are more common than the rice shops, and there is no disgrace 
connected with the practice as in foriner times. Just think of it. 
The Chinese pay for this miserable dirt, as they call it, to foreign lands 
£15,000,000 sterling per annum—that is, within £1,500,000 of the 
total sum they receive for all the teas and silks they export to every

In the report of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company for the 
half-year ending the 30th June last the directors allude to the 
” favourable results of the operations in that period, the “ working 
account” showing a considerable decrease in the expenditure, and 
at the same time a very important increase in the receipts, as the 
“surplus,” exceeds that for the first six months of 1870 by 
£38,559 5s. 7d. The balance in favour of the company on the 
“ repair and renewal account ” is £26,055 9s. 1d. The “ insurance 
account ” shows a balance of £230,173 13s. 9d., there having 
been no cause for outlay during the past six months. A dividend 
is recommended of £2 15s. per share, and a bonus of £1 15s. per 
share from the insurance account, making together £4 10s. Since 
the last meeting the directors have entered into an arrangement 
with. Her Majesty’s Government to convey a mail between St. 
Thomas and San Juan (Porto Rico) twice instead of once a month 
in connection with each of the company’s Transatlantic packets. 
At the half yearly meeting of the company, held on the 25th, the 
chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, said that his pre- 
diction last year that the current year would prove as profitable 
as 1870 had been verified, and he believed at the close of the year 
that it would prove more favourable. There had beena reduction 
in the working expenditure. The company’s property had suffered 
very little injury from the severe hurricane at St. Thomas’s. The 
report was adopted. 

At the meeting, on the 24th inst., of the Singapore Gas Com- 
pany (Limited), the dividends announced in the report were do- 
clared, viz., at the rate of 7} per cent. per annum, less income- 
tax, on the preference capital, and at the rate of 7 per cent. per 
annum, free of income-tax, on the original capital. 

In moving the adoption of the report, the chairman, Mr. Stephenson, 
congratulated the shareholders upon the improved position of the com- 
pany and the increased dividend payable. The accounts, he said, were 
very satisfactory, showing a decreuse of £242 in the expenditure for 
coal, while at the same time the receipts for gas rental exhibited an 
increase of £78. The proceedings—which were brief—were brought to 
a close after votes of thanks to the chairman and directors, to Mr. 
Welle and the local committee at Singapore, and to Mr. King, the secre- 
tary, had been proposed, and unanimously carried. 

The annual meeting of the Upper Assam Tea Company (Limited) 
will be held on the 3lst inst., “for the purpose of adjournment 
sine die, pending important negotiations in the interest of the 
Company.” 

A meeting of the policy-holders in the European Assurance So- 
ciety was held on the 24th inst. to receive the report of the com- 
mittee appointed in July last. Negotiations for the transfer of 
the liabilities of the European to the New York Life Assurance 
Company had been in progress, and a proposed arrangement to 
this effect had been prepared, the terms of which were now sub- 
mitted to the meeting and recommended for approval. In the 
course of the discussion it was incidentally stated that the defi- 
ciency of the European amounted to about a million sterling. On 
the part of the directors, it was stated that, although the offer 
under consideration was a good one, the board had received one 
from another office which was better. It was ultimately resolved 
that the subject be referred back for the joint decision of the di- 
rectors and the committee, and the meeting was adjourned for a 
week.
